TILLAMOOK COUNTY, says the Port-

GENERAL DE FAILLV, t h e h e r o of t h e 
Alma and the Green Mound in the Cri- 
mea, and cf Traktir in Algeria, and 
who acted a decisive part in winning 
the battles of IMagenta and Solforino, 
is now living in utter obscurity in the 
chateau of Chenaye, situated in the 
midst of a great forest. 
The majority 
of his coimtrymen believed him dead, 
till a Paris journalist visited and inter- 
viewed him recently. 
The cause of De 
Failly's downfall was "the surprise of 
Beaumont" during the Franco-Prussian 
war. 
De Failly and his staff were din- 


ing with the Mayor, when a Sister of 
Charity brought the news that the 
Prussians were coming. 
Tho sentinels 
would not allow her to enter, but she 
at last succoeded in attracting the at- 
tention of the General by flinging a 
stone through the window of the dining- 
room. 
The enemy arrived a few min- 
utes later and put an end to the ban- 
quet. 
De Failly is sixty-six years of 
age, and has never appeared in society 
since his disgrace, which he frankly ac- 
knowledges to be deserved. 


FBOM the creditable testimony of 
those who saw the sea seri)ent this sea- 
son off Gloucester, doubt no longer 
lingers in the minds of many of its ex- 
istence. 
From a gentleman who be- 
lieves he saw it in Boston Harbor in 
1824 comes tho following statement: 
The harbor at that time was full of 
codfish, bass, blutdi.sli and other fish, 
which have now nearly, if not wholly, 
disai)i)eare(l, and the edge of Noddles 
Island or I'iist Boston wars in a primi- 
tive state. Wliere arc now wharves and 
steamers, were little coves untl j^ravelly 
shores. 
In a little inlet, near where is 
now lo(;ated the North Ferry head 
house, the snake was lir.st seen. A 
whale boat eijni])})cd with luirjiooii line, 
and manned l)y six men iindcr Capt. 
Annable, 
then residing!: in Annuble 
Alley, afterward Health Alley, put«oflF 
from ])iittery wharf in an attempt to 
ca])tur(; it. 
It seemed to be about sixty 
feet long, and was apparently lying 
upon tlie to]) of the water, but at the 
api>roaeli of the l)oat it dove tmder the 
water, and when again tseen was in the 
channel near the Castle and heading 
for the ocean. 


PAEIS is trying an experiment which 
has long ago been found to answer in 
Italy. 
On one of the boulevards a new 
establishment has been opened for the 
personal comfort of the Parisans. You 
can wash your hands, have your clothes 
brushed, your boots cleaned. 
You can 
wTite your letters. 
Paper, pens, ink, 
etc., are at j'our disposal. 
In one room 
are all the newspapers, not merely of 
Paris and the provinces, but of all the 
great , continental 
capitals. A third 
room is devoted to work of reference, 
encyclopedias, dictionaries, and direc- 
tories. 
There is a telephone and a 
postoffi(ie, and all this is Ojien to any 
passer-by who j^ays half a franc acl- 
mission. 
The Italian idea did not go 
quite so far, but in some respects it 
was more useful. 
It was not a private 
speculation, Imt a government concern. 
In fact, it was a part of the working of 
the postal system of the country. You 
paid a penny entrance fee, and found 
all the means of writing and all the in- 
formation you might need to hand. 
You buy paper at cost price, and have 
the use of writing materials gratui- 
tously. 
The French institution is a 
speculation.

SPECTACLES AND PLATES 
In 1H70 two of the Mormon apostles, Orson 
Pratt and Joseph F. Smith, visite<l Mr. Whit- 
mer for the express purpose of obtaining these, 
to them, precious sheets. 
Apostle Pratt said: 
"Father Whitmer, we desire to purchase the 
manuscript, and we are authorized to say 
that you may namS your price, and (with a 
patronizing air) be sure you put the price 
high enough, for the church has plenty of 
money in the treasury, you know." Mr. 
Whitmer 
replied, 
with 
quiet 
emphasis: 
"Elder Pratt, there isn't gold enough in the 
world to buy it." Before leaving Richmond 
Orson Pratt told the hotel proprietor that 
they 
would 
willingly 
have 
paid Mr. 
Whitmer 
$100,(X)0 for the 
manuscript. 
One 
reason why the Mormon 
church 
was 
so anxious 
about 
this 
document 
Is 
shown 
in 
the 
accompanying fac- 
simile reproduction of a portion of one of its 
pages. Mr. Whitmer kindly i)ermitted an 
accurate tracing to be made, from which our 
engraving is produced. It is taken from the 
second book of Jacob, sixth chapter. To 
assist the reader we give this passage in type: 
Behold David and Solomon truly had many 
wives and concubines, which thing was abomin- 
able Ix'fore Me, saith the Lord. Wherefore, thus 
saith the Lord, I have led this People forth out of 
the land of Jerusalem by the power of mine arm, 
that I might raise up unto Me a rigliteous Itranch 
from fch(! fruit of the loins of Joseph. VVlierefore 
I, the Lord God, will not suffer that this People 
shall do like unto these of old. Wherefore, my 
Brethreu, hear Me and hearken to the word of the 
Lord, for there shall not a man among you have 
save it lie one wife, and concubines hn shall have 
none, for I, the Ix)rd God, de!ight<'th in the 
chastity of women. 


The language of the first portion of this 
paragraph i.s so strong again.st the vice of 
polygamy that it would not boar reproduc- 
tion here, but that which we have given 
proves that 
t h i s 
doctrinc? is at direct 
variance with the 
teachings of t h e 
"D i V i n f Revela- 
tion." The interpo- 
lation of polygamy 
into the doctrines 
of the M o r m o n 
church came from 
a habit the apostles 
contracted of hav- 
ing revelations "to 
fit" any of their 
designs. Mr. Whit- 
mer relates this as 
an instance: "One 
night 
there was 
quite a little party 
of brethren a n d 
sisters a&sembled at 
Smith's 
h o u s e . 
Some of the men 
w e r e e x c e s s i v e 
chewei-s of t h e 
filthy 
weed, and 
t h e i r 
disgusting

Tl)o matter was taken up and jokcni 
about, one of the brethren suggesting that 
the revelation should also provide for a total 
abstinence from tea and coffee drinking, in- 
tending this as a counter 'dig' at the sisters. 
Sure enough the subject was afterward taken 
up in dead earnest, and the 'Word of Wis- 
dom' advising against the use of tobacco, tea 
and coffee was the result." 


That Mr. Whitmer was imposed on origin- 
ally by Joseph Smith as to the Mormon Bible 
being a divine revelation in 1823 is no longer 
questioned by those outside of the Mormon 
church. 
Forty-six years ago there were 
numerous affidavits published to the effect 
that the origin of the Book of Mormon was 
written 
in 1812 by a 
writer of ro- 
mances, 
the Rev. Samuel 
Spaulding. 
He 
called

from

hierogljphical 
writing 
exhumed 
from a mound m Ohio." Mr. Spaulding sent 
his manuscript to a printer named Patterson, 
in Pittsburg, Pa. In this office worked Syd- 
ney Rigdon, afterward an adviser of Joseph 
Smith. 
Patterson declined to publish. Mr. 
Spaulding's romance, and returned it to him 
after a time. It remained then for a num- 
ber of years in an unlocked trunk in Mr. 
Spaulding's brother-in-law's house. 
Joseph 
Smith worked on this farm, and, it is sup- 
posed, copied the romance and publwhed it 
•s a «roTVlation" in 1830.

I William Oull, and Sir Andrew Clark. 
I Just lately the last-named has obtained 
I considerable notoriety. H e was induced 
j to visit a very wealthy lady at Nice, 
i and he received the unprecedented fee 
I of $25,000. 
One-iifth of this amount he 
I retained as a remuneration 
for his 
i services and the renmindor he divided 
between two charitable institutions con- 
nected with his profession. 


S p e a k i n g of fees, tin t o is a tale told 
of a rich colonial gentleman living in 
K e n t who h a d the misft)rtiine to take a 
slight 
cold. 
Not satisfied 
with 
his 
local medical attendant, he de.sired to 
have Gull down from L o n d o n in con- 
sultation. 
Gull h a p p e n e d to b e away 
and Sir William J e n n e r came 
instead. 
H e was duly paid his fee $875 for t h e 
visit. 
T h e i)atient, 
feeling no better, 
t h e n .sent to E d i n b u r g h to a loading 
doctor of that city, who traveled t h e 
•iOO miles in order to see him and in or- 
dinary 
course 
received 
a guinea for 
every mile—that was 400 guineas, or 
$2,100. 
Again 
the patient 
felt no 
better, and this 
time 
G u l l was sum- 
moned and attended. 


" I 
suppo.se," 
suggested t h e 
local 
practitioner, "you will i:)ay Gull wliaV 
you paid J e n n e r — £ 7 5 . " 


"Nonesen.se," 
indignantly 
retorted 
t h e sick gentlenuin, " I am not going to 
pay Gidl less than I gave (lie S(;otch- 
m a n , " and he drew a chectk for ^2,100. 
Before lie got rid of his cC'ld h e h a d 
paid $7,000 in fee.s. 


Gull himself relates a story of an ec-

B u t he refused to pa)- Gull 
his fees, and, as the doctor left t h e bed- 
room in an enraged state, t h e old m a n 
snatched off his night-cai), and, flinging 
it at Mm, cried:
